FULL TEXT OF THE NOTE TO BE 8UB- 
MITTED TO CONGRESS. 


The Document Is Said to Coverthe Whole 
Ground of Controversy—Washington | 
Cabinet Officials Decline to Discuss the 
Question at Issue—Secret Session of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee—General Sentiment. 


Wasnuinocror, D. C., Jan. 27.—The Chilian 
situation has vastly improved since early 
yesterday afterndon. The situation is now 
bright, and what prospect there was for 
war it ts understood is now dis- 
pelied. The frst cable message received 
by the President from Minister Egan was not 
in all respects satisfactory, it was lacking in 
fullness and there were many things in it 
requiring additional elucidation. Another 
and later dispatch has now deen 
received, and its contents are 
such as to leave nothing for Congress to do 
with regard to Presigent’s message. It not 
only confirms what has been said in your 
special dispatches, but goes further, and 
s couched in the most friendly terms. 
The charge of a hostile feeling on the part of 
Chilitoward the United States is utterly de- 
nied. In effect the dispatch received says 
that the charge that the Chillans entertain 
a feeling of enmity towards the United 
States and to its lag and uniform is utterly 
false. We well remember the time when that 
dag and that untform were in Chilian 
ports protecting us and aiding in our strug- 
gle for independence (referring to the time 
twenty-five years ago or more when the 
Chilians were engaged in a wardor independ- 
ence). 

The dispatch then saysthat in order to 
show the friendly feeling entertained by the 
Chilians for the United States and as an evi- 
cence of their desire to do all that is possible 
they are willing to leave the affair tothe 
United States Supreme Court. A gentleman 
who saw the dispatch saia to-day that the 
United States could not affofd to proceed to 
lengths with a people who made such a re- 
sponse as that contained in the message re- 
ceived. 

It is understood that the full text of the 
Chillan reply Will be sent to Congress in a 
few Gays. It is quite lengthy and is said to 
cover the whole ground of the controversy. : 

Secretary Blaine this afternoon stated that 
Chili in her reply has offered to make repara- 
tion, and itis a very satisfactory reply. 

Dispatches from New York this afternoon 
state that a sensational rumor was current 
on the Stock Exchange there that Egas had 
been Killed, but it could not be traced to any 
respectabie source. When the rumor was 
Drought to the attention of the State Depert- 
ment officials here they laughed and pro- 
bounced the rumor absurd.

SHE WILL ARBITRATE BUT OFFERS XO APOLOGY 
TO THE UNITED STATES. 


SANTIAGO, Jan. 27.—The question of the re- 
lations beeween Chili and the United states 
of North America came up in the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday, Deputy Jordan brought 
the matter before the Chamber. He said 
much alarm and concern existed in the pub- 
lic mind relative tothe condition of affairs 
between the two countries. He thought the 
Ministers should make some definite state- 
ment about the matter. The fact, that in 


his Opinion, the United States was a zreat 
mation, honorable and justin its dealings, 
wasemphasized, and he could not believe 
that there was dny desire on her part to 
humitliate Chill. e feit itive of her good 
intentions and urged the Chamber to remem- 
ber the position which she assumed when the 
French occupied Mexico. 

To the United States, continued he, Chill 
and all the smaller South American Republics 
must look for protectionin the expounding 
and enforcement of the Monroe doctrine. 
Chili, he felt sure, ought to meet the de- 
mands made upon her in a friend manner 
and acknowled with regret the unfor- 
tumate occurrences of which complaint is 
made. 

The general sentiment of the Chamber was 
favorable to the sentiments expressed by 
Senor Jordan, with the single exception of 
Joquin-Walker Martinez, who has been long 
Known as entertaining an active disiike to 
Americans. He spoke against Senor Jordan's 
request, but his opposition was unimportant.

LOOKING FOR THE PRAT. 


PHILADELPHIA SAILED FOR THE 
STRAITS OF GIBRALTAR? 


* WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—As nothing 
has been heard from Admiral Gherardi within 
the past week it is believed here that he has 
sailed for Gibraltar. 
heard from at Barbadoes. It was supposed 
some days ago that Gherardi had salled for 
Montevideo to join Admiral Walker and that 
the two squadrons would sail from there for 


Valparaiso. Today's orders state that 
Walker is still at Montevideo, but that 
Gherardi has not arrived there. 

The suggestion now comes from naval om 
cials that the Philadelphia, the flagship of 
Admiral Gherardi, is now inting straight 
across the Atlantic, and will de heara from 
next in or near the Straits of Gibraltar, her 
errand there being to look out for the formid- 
able new Chilian warvessel,the Capitan Prat. 
It would take the -Philadeiphia about four- 
teen days to reach Gibraltar, and if in the 
meantime Congress had received such infor- 
mation fromthe President, or events had so 
ehaped themselves as to necessitate a decia- 
ration of war, it is oow to see the great 
strategic importance of baving one of our 
best 2 on hand at the Straits of Gibraltar 
or in the Mediterranean to intercept the 
cruiser which forms the main reliance of the 
Chilians, and which, by common consent, is 
acknowtedged to be one of the most powerful 
and formidable vessels afloat. 

The Capitan Prat is now receiving der fin- 
ishing touches at La Seyne, near Toulon, 
France, and con uently must pass — 
the Straits of Gi tar before reaching t 
Atlantic. It has been stated that the Capitan 
Prat could not be completely finis and 
equipped before next April. She could be 
made ready for departure from France in a 
very short time. In such a condition it is 
highly probable that she could be captured 
or ¢rippled the Philadeiphia, but when 

for action she would 
y more than a match for a ves- 
sel of the Fhlladelphia type. 

4 Philadelphia has a heavy protective 
8 nearly four inches in thickness and her 
vital parts are therefore certain of protec- 
tion from the raps fire guns that can be 
brought against her, while her battery of 
twelve 6-inch guns could so cripple the lighter 
guns of the Prat and demoralise her inexpe- 
rienced crew as to make ber capture an easy 
matter. The Philadelphia’s battery consists 
of twelve inen breech-loading rifies, four 
6-pounder rapid fire guns, two i-pounder 
rapid fire guns, three revolving cannon and 
four Gatlings.

Her Reply to the Ultimatum Gives run 
„ Batisfaction. 


Wasninoetor, D. ., Jan. 27.—Mr. Blount, 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Foreign Relations, in speaking of 
Chili’s latest dispatch said: **The 
whole matter is settied, and nothing but 
preliminaries rema@in to be arranged. 
The apology made by Chili is 
as complete as it could possibly 
be. Itspeaks with most profound regret of 
the attack on the Baltimore sailors, 
Geciares a sincere feeling of friendship 
for the United States and a profound respect 
for our nag and uniform. They speak 
feelingiy of the presence of American men of 
war in their ports Guring the revolution, 
and of the friendly attitude of 
our officers and men at that time. 
They say, that entertaining the feeling of 
friendship which they do toward the United 
States; it would be impossible forthem to 
sympathize with or to fan to feelthe most 
profound regret for the assault upon the 
As an evidence of 
their perfect good faith they say they 
prapose in connection with a complete and 
humble apology thet ti matter ef repara- 
tion be referred to the United States 
Supreme Court to determine, There is no 
reserve. It is a compiete and abject apology 
and setties the whole matter. 

Mr. Biount said that any feeling of hostii- 
ity or resentment dropped out before such 
an apology. While the Foreign Affairs 
Committee was in session yesterday word 
was received trom the President that a 
dispatch had just been received from 
Chilli but that it had not been translated and 
that they did not ko its contents.

A BALKED EMPEROR 


Germanys Ruler Suceumbs to the Will 
of His Cabinet, 


A THREAT TO RESIGN 18 AN EFFECTIVE 
WEAPON. 


Will iam’s Gey Duly Celebrated— 
Great Mortality Among English Sea- 
men Explained-Mrs. Parnell in Court 
~—British Topics—An Order From His 
Holiness Disregarded—Foreign News. 

BERiin, Jan. 7.—In connection with the 

Cabinet crisis, itis now said that the Em- 


peror, on Saturday last, made an unexpected 
call upon Count Zeflitg, the Minister of Edu- 


cation, and thafhe then sent for Herr: Mique 


and Herr Bender. The whole party discussed 
the situation until midnight with the result 
that Herr Miquel consented tofremain in 
office until the education bill had been dis- 
missed in committee. 

The Emperor is said to be opposed to forc- 
ing the bill against the wishes of the Nation- 
alists and Liberals. It will be recalled that 
in addition to the offer of resignation of Herr 
Miquel, Dr. Von Boettieher, Secretary of the 
Interior, Herr Von Merfurth, Minister of the 
Interior, and Baron Von Berleipesch, Minis- 
ter of Commerce, also threaten to resign if 
the bill is passed. There is no doubt that the 
Emperor is loath to abandon this, one of hig 
pet projects, yet he is said to be inclined to 
Go so in view of the stand taken by his Min- 
isters. 

WILLIAM'S BIRTHDAY. . 

This is the thirty-third anniversary of t 
birth oft Emperor William of Germany and 
the Empire, consequently, is more or less en 
fete. The Imperial family atthe breakfast 
hour walked in in a body on the Emperor and 
presented him with numerous floral offerings 
and with many presents. The Emperor 
seemed tobe much pleased and said a few 
gracious words to all present. At 10:80 this 
morning the Imperial family attended relig- 
lous services at the Ohapel Royal of the 
castle. A largely attended reception in the 
White Hall followed, all the leading members 
of the Giplomatic corps being present. 

In the meantime a detachment of artillery 
in the Lust garten firedan imperial salute of 
101 guns. At 12:30 there was a grand military 
reception, all the most prominent officers of 
the army and navy being in attendance. The 
Emperor also received the members of the 
Government; and was presented with con- 
gratulatory addresses from the mayors and 
municipalities of many of the great and small 
eities of the Empire. The Emperor, through- 
out these ceremonies, was beaming with 
good humor and was warmly greeted by the 
important personages who attended the 
different receptions.

BRITISH TOPICS. 


MORTALITY AMONG SEAMEN—MRES. PARNELL IN 
COURT. 

Lowpos, Jan. F. - Mr. Samuel Pitmsoll, well 
knows for his sutcessful efforts to better the 
condition of British seamen, has been a wit- 
ness before the Royal Labor COmmission, ap- 
pointed some months ago to investigate all 
the questions appertaining to labor. Mr. 
Flimsoll made some very startling statements 
regarding the bad quality of the rations fur- 
nished sailors on British vessels. Sometimes, 
he declared, these rations were absoiutely 
unfit for food. In speaking of the deaths of 
British sailors caused by the risks ot their 
calling, Mr. Plimsoll said that the mortality 
in British ships was four times as great as in 
foreign ships. This fact, he declared, was 
due to the deck loads carried by the British 
vessels, He urged that, although Canada 
would oppose such a proposition, the carry- 
ing of deck loads by British vessels in the 
Atlantic trade be prohibited by law. 

MRS. PARNELL IN COURT. 

Mrs. Charles Stewart Parnell, in the Wood 
will case proceedings, produced in court her 
bank book with the debit pages sealed. she 
then made an affidavit to the effect that the 
sealed pages were irrelavent.

The Cause of the Strange Murder of Old 
George Markert. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. I., Jan. 27.—The Coroner 
has not yet concluded his investigation of the 
strange death of George Markert, who was 
murdered near here on Tuesday night. Mar- 
kert had been missing since Tuesday night.

HE SWORE FALSELY. 


Thomas Wallace Admits the Untruth- 
fulness of His Affidavit. ; 


A BOLD PLAN TO SAVE OFFICER BRADY'S 
MURDERER EXPOSED. 


Wallace Admits to Détectives That He 
Was Not In Stark’s Saloon When the 
Officer Was Killed— Robbery at the 
Manual Training School — Charged 
With Enticement— Police News. 


Chief of Detectives Desmond and Detectives 
Viehle and Allender exposed a bold plan this 
morning by which the friends of Harry Dun- 
can, the convicted murderer of Officer Brady, 
were to secure Duncan a ne trial. Thomas 
Wallace, a negro, who has made a reputation 
for himself as athief by frequent pilferings, 
is charged with making a false affidavit. It 
will be remembered a riot occurred in Ohas. 
Stark’s saloon, 915 North Eleventh 
street on the night of Oct. 6, 1891, when 
Officer Brady and another officer went into 
the saloon to suppress a disturbance. Harry 
Duncan was thought to be the chief disturber 
and when Brady reached over the bar to dag 
Duncan from behind it he was shot 
and killed. Duncan was arrested 
and when his case was called 
he took a change of venue to St. Louis 
County. He was tried and found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. A motion for a 
new trial was filed shortly after, based on 
the statement made by Attorney Farmer 
that a new witness was found who 
would swear that Duncan did not shoot 
Brady, but that Charlies Stark, the proprietor 
of the saloon, was the man who shot Brady. 
This witness was Thomas Wallace. He 
swore that he was in the saloon at 
the time, and that Stark shot Brady 
while that officer was reaching over the bar 
for Duncan. Disbeliving this statement 
Chief Desmond put Allender aud Viehle on the 
case to investigate it.. They called on Wal- 
lace at his room,1614 Linden street, aud cross- 
examined him.

County. He was tried and found guilty of 
murder in the first degree.

Fully Identified as the Man Who Insured 
His Life for $5,000-—The Man Who 
Found the Charred Skeleton on the 
Stand—Tightening the Ooils Around a 
Criminal. 


Trnne HavTe, Ind., Jan, 27.—After further 
legal quibbling yesterday afternoon, which 
was finally terminated dy the Court, 
the evidence in the Musgrave-Trout log- 
cabin conspiracy was begun this morning. 

A. George Mackie, cashier of the branch 
office at Chicago of the United States 
Mutual Benefit Association, identified 
Musgrave as the man who 
had in August secured a policy for $5,000 and 
paid the premium on another for the same 
amount. 

Mr. Howard of the firm of Dietz & Co., at 
Chicago, testified that mail had come to 
Musgrave and that the famous box had 
come to them at their office, addressed to 


T. B. Burnham. 

Hiram D. Moon of Parsons & Co., St. Louis, 
hau shipped the skeleton, to T. B. Burnham 
Chicago, on Aug. 14, the day before Howard 
stated that it was received. 

Feriinand Winters a farmer 
near the old cabin, testified to 
finding the bones In the rutns 
of the burned hut on Aug. N, and to turning 
them over to the police of this city along 
with Musgrave's K. of P. key ring and keys. 

Miss Alice Jones, Gaughter of the 
lady who kept the boarding 
house at 4345 Berkley avenue, 
Chicago, stated that Musgrave came to their 
nouse on Aug. A and remained until Sept. 2. 

Detective Plunkett of Chicago was 
put on the stand this afternoon. 
Ine State will perhaps rest by night. 

The attempt of Musgrave to beat the insur- 
ance companies was one of the most original 
schemes ever plotted in a criminal brain. 
The story of his boyhood in the staid town of 
Terre Haute shows that in early life he* 
evinced traits of genius for +«crookedness 
which bid fair to develop into something 
which would in time fit him for the peniten- 
tiary. His father and mother having died. 
into Robert's hands fell the task of settling 
the small estate. During this time Mus- 
grave had committed a forgery, which made 
the climate of Terre Haute too warm for him, 
and had formed the acquaintance ofa ne’er- 
do weellnthe vicinity named Trout, who 
was always ready to engage in any adven- 
ture that promised notoriety and gain. Two 
years ago Musgrave wem to Chicago and 
branched outas a finanoial broker, meeting 
with little success, but earned a dagsting rep- 
utation for lying and swindling. 

THE PLAN CONCEIVED. 

Itwaswhiledown atthe heel in Chicago 
that he conceived the idea of beating the in- 
suyance companies, which he afterward put

Musgrave got the skeleton on Saturday after- 
noon, Aug. 15 last.

left for official duties while actingas archi- 
tect for the Schoo] Board and other concerns, 
will shortly be introduced. 

Uther Councilmen look on the Arnstein 
resolution in another light. Dr. Heine 
Marks, whose appointment for Dr. Dalton’s 
position is still pending, is a friend, itis 
claimed, of Mr. Arnstein. A good deal of 
pressure has been brought to bear upon the 
Counciiman it is declared by his friends, who 
consider his tion in Keeping Dr. Marks 
out of a Incrative position inconsistent.

dumped, otherwise the same trouble 
will be experienced as this year. The 
Objection raised to dumpingon the Levee 
handicapped the work greatiy. 

During the three days the work was in 
progress 5565 teams, 809 carts and about 800 
me were employed. Twenty-one thousand 
cabie yards of snow were removed against 
89,000 last year. The cost of the work will be 
in the neighborhood of $6,600. Supt. Duffy’s 
innovation of washing the streets was tried 
on eighty-six biocks in the business center of 
the city and proved very satisfactory.

working against him and, in place of the 
opposition of Mr. Stark, the School 
Board’s attorney, he now is confronted 
by a solid front, with Messrs. Nagel, Cun- 
ningham, Rassieur and Shepley in the lead. 
While the court has granteda temporary in- 
junction in O’Connell’s case, the Dellacella 
case is not touched upon, orinany way pre- 
judiced, and the committee will begin the in - 
vestigation of Mr. Dellacella’s charges 


against Director Brady. 
President Bartholdt said this morning that 
business engagements prevented Mr. Hugo 
Muench from undertaking the doard's de- 
fense, but that Messrs. Charles Nageland E.

CAN EXAMINE FOR FRAUD. 
The question has been asked—‘‘Should the 
court make the Injunction permanent, what

Mr. Leo Rassteur, representing Mr. Burk, 
sald: My clifent is sick, nd I have not been 
able to consult with him asto his course in 
the event of the board being enjoined 
from acting. Bat I take this 
position. The board has unquestionabiy 
the riglit to inquire into irregularities,even if 
it has not the right to act in accordance with 
its judgment. I believe that the court will 
dismiss the injunction. But, should the prop- 
osition be sustained, that the School Board 
isnotthe judge of the qualifications of its 
members, I shall ask the court that the order 
be so worded that it cannot be construed into 
preventing the investigation to go on. I take 
it that any committee of citizens, offi- 
cial or otherwise, may investigate fraud. 
Tue committees, as representing the Board, 
has an undoubted right to examine witnesses 
and examine the ballots in search of fraud. 
Whether it can compel the attendarce of wit- 
nesses is another thing. But it undoubtedly 
has the right to hear voluntary testimony, 
and ifthe frauds alleged by Mr. Burk can 
substantiated, there is a way out ofall this 
trouble. 

Mr. Shepley said: ‘‘The injunction does not 
lie agafnst Mr. Dellacelia’s case and we shall 
demand that it on at 8 o’clock this after- 
noon. My position is that the injunction pro- 
ceedings are premature, as was Mr.

Why does he seek to engage this country 
in an aggressive war so soon after his own 
Secretary of State procured a declaration 
looking to arbitration in the Pan-Amer- 
ican Conference? Why ishe so ready to 
throw up commercial advantages for the 
sake of lickinga little nation just emerg- 
ing into the light of liberty? < 

If we are to have war it must be a na- 
tional war, not the campaign trump card 
of an aspirant for the Presidency. 

What has the country to gain ina ma- 
terial sense? Tariff reform is the issue 
now. The people are suffering from a 
hideous system of taxation constructed to 
enrich one clags out of the labor of others. 
Our Congress has just set out to reform this 
tax system with good prespect of success. 
The first consequenc®? of war will be to 
postpone this issue and give the hungry 
horde of tariff plunderers an excuse to in- 
crease their demands. And the postpone- 
ment will be for years. War will increase 
our war debt and engraft protection on us 
as a permanent feature of the American 
system. . 

This Congress was chosen and charged 
by the people to reform abuses, and must 
not allow a partisan President to change 
the issue for his own purposes and defeat 
the people’s mandate with a foreign war, 
uncalied for, and effective only for the uses 
of plutocracy and to swell the pension list. 

The House must.decide whether the

This response was being prepared and was 
probably anticipated by HARRISON when his 
war screech, in which he roared like ¢ lion 
in the agrument and squeaked like a mouse 
in the conclusion, was sent to Congress. 
Before the time allowed the Chilian Gov- 
ernment to reply to this Government’s 
final note had expired, before it had oppor- 
tunity to declare ite intentions, while a 
contingency in which there might be no 
necessity for a single utterance or a particle 
of preparation for war existed, the Presi- 
dent rushed. precipitately to Congress with 
a special ples against Chili and a howl 
about the honor and dignity of the United 
States. Yetthe need of bothering Con- 
gress with the matter depended upon an 
eu which in the outcome has demolished 
the whole ground of the President's shriek 
for vindication. 

Why this haste? Bincerlty and wisdom 
would have suggested waiting until all the 
resources of diplomacy were exhausted. 
Common courtesy would have prompted 
the giwng of the Ohillans 4 dhanes to do 
what has been demanded of them. But 
neither courtesy, sincerity nor wisdom 


figured in the President's counsels. Am- 


he imagined would await the President 
who should make a fervent appeal to Amer - 
denn valor and patriotism. He fondly 
hoped that the popularity denied a tem- 
mon place President would be lavished 
upon a thundering war lord. 4 

His tear that he would ‘be denied the 
privilege of thus posing as the Valorous 
leader of a valorous people caused him to 
precipitate his message before its tithe. It 
was fatal to his object. The flash light of 
truth has revealed the tawdry trappings, 
the strut and passion-tearing fervor of the 
political mountebank trying to delude the 
public with a show of greatness. 

The expoaure of this campaign trick is 
ludicrous but humiliating to the American 
people. Whatdothey think of a Presi- 
dent, who thus abuses his office and tam- 
pers with their highest interests to tickle 
hie petty vanity and serve his personal am- 
bition? Nothing that Chili or any other 
nation could do would so impair the honor 
and dignity of this great country.

LUMPY JAW CATTLE. 


Veterinary Inspectors Declare the Meat 
Pit for Food. 


PRILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 37.--The results of 
a special investigation made by Dr, Simon J. 
J. Harger and Dr. Robert Formad of the 
University Veterinary School, were presented 
last night at a meeting of the Philadelphia 
Society of Veterinary Medicine. The invest- 
igation was on the subject of aectinomycosis, 
or lump jaw, common in cattle, and which 
has been Geclared to render the meat of the 
affected animal unfit for The inves- 
tigators find, first, that the disease is a local 
one, being rare found outside of the 
head and neck, and second, that there 
is no case on record where the disease 
has been transmitted to a man from eating 
the disea meat. The disease comes from 
a vegetable 11 found on ny plants, 
byt espec! in the husk bariéy, and the

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OORBETT’'S CAREER. 


What the Californian Has Done in the 
: Ring. 
HE HAS DEFEATED TWO CRIPPLES AND 
NOW OUTCLASSES EVERYBODY. 


* 


The Talkative Heavyweight Possesses 
Great Science, but Is Not a Hard Hit- 
ter—Experts Give Their Opinions of 
the Res pective Merits of Sullivan and 
Maher—General Sporting Newa. 


Jim Corbett, the young Californian who 
has been offered large purses to meet differ- 
ent men, has really won butonefight. That 
was a battle with Choynskiwhen both were 
young and inexperienced, It is on his draw 
with Peter Jackson, however, that Corbett’s 
reputation prfhcipally rests. He outpointed 
Jake Kilrain, Dominick McCaffrey and 
a few other lesser lights in itmited round 
settos, but these were not fights, and count 
for little. forbett is now in his 26th year, 
having been born in San Francisco, Cal., 
June 12, 1866. He is of Irish parentage, is 
married and said to be much attached to his 
wife. Corbett, who was formerly a bank 
clerk, is possessed of afar better education 
that the average pugilist. He is a 
trie over six feet tall, with an 
attractive open countenance and a beau- 
tiful physique. Quick as a flash and 
thonoughly scienced, Corbett is one of the 
most clever sparrers who ever stepped 
within a prize ring. He has one great fault, 
however, like polly, he talks too much. 
Corbett is not a particularly hard hitter, and 
there is nothing in his career to prove that 
great requisite of the ring, gameness. In 
fact his career thus far indicates that he 
much prefers blow and blusterto fighting. 
He seemed to be imbued with the 
idea that he was a world- beater 
until he met Peter Jackson and 
up to that time was undoubtedly anxious to 
fight. When he found he could not whip the 
black, his courage seemed to ooze out, and 
dithough he has been constantly boasting 
ever since no one has ever been able to get 
him to indulge in another fight. 

Corbett, while a bank and insurance clerk, 
became a member of the Olympic Gymna- 
sium in San Francisco and as an amateur 
sparrer became so proficient that he won the 
amateur championship of the coast and was 
eventually made instructor of sparring at 
the gymnasium, resigning that position to 
adopt prize-fighting as a business. 

While Corbett as an amateur had many 
settos, he has never engaged in but two 
genuine fights—the Choynski and Jackson 
battles. Choynski he defeated after twenty- 
one rounds of desperate fighting, in which 
Choynski broke his hand. Bothewere boys at 
the time, but Corbett had the advantage of 
height, reach and weight, as well as 
maturer age. Neither man had any 
reputation then and the contest gave Corbett 
little fame. In fact, the young Californian 
was practically unknown outside the State 
until he surprised the world by getting a de- 
cision over Jake Kilrain in a six- round 
boxing contest at New Orleans. It was 
thought thatthe Baltimorean would krock 
him out in six rounds, but instead, Corbett 
clearly outpointed him and was justly en- 
titled to the decision, although Kilrain and 
his friends claimed otherwise gt the time. 
This was nota fight, but merely a scientific 
sparring match, andas a scientific sparrer 
Corbett certain outclasses Krain. It is 
more than probable, too, that Corbett would 
be able to whip Sullivan’s old opponent in a 
fight to a finish, but the fact of his besting 
him in a six round scientific contest is by no 
means conclusive evidence that he could. 
“his contest brought Corbett into promi. 
nence at once, although it was generally be. 
lieved at the time that it was a ‘‘fluke,’’ and 
that if the men met again Kilrain, 
who had underestimated his man, would be 
prepared and would give the young Califor. 
nian anunmerciful drubbing. Corbett has 
since proved that his besting the Baltimore 
man was no accident. 

Going East Pompadour Jim met Dominick 
McCaffrey, who hada good reputation as a 
sparer, although he never amounted to any- 
thing asafighter. They boxed four rounds 
and McCaffrey was never init, Corbett com- 

letely outpointing him. Corbett gave exhi- 

itions with Prof. Donaldson, Mike Donovan 
and others and convinced the Eastern people 
that he was wondertully clever. 

Corbett then met Peter Jackson. They 
fought four hours and tive minutes before 
the Oallifornia Club and the battle was then 

red no contest, neither man doing any 
fighting after the first two hours, but merely 
walking around and ‘‘killing time.’’ Jackson 
had a sprained ankle which swelled up on 
him very badly, and has also since claimed 
that he was lame in one shoulder. Both 
are wonderfully scientific and neither 
had any marked advantage. Jackson. 
however, was forced to do near- 
ly all the leading. Corbett remaining 
on the defensive almost throughout the en- 
tire contest. Corbett was glad to make a 
stand off with the dlack that night, but 
afterwards he and his friends made fooligh 
and unmanly claims that he was robbed of 
the fight and had not been given time to 
whip hisman. As he had loafed for over 
two hours in the ring, despite the re t 
warnings of the referee that he would stop 
the contest it the men did not fight, Corbett’s 
claims are most ridiculous.
